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NEW EFFECTS IN WALL-PAPER. II. 

NEVIUS & HAVILAND. 




COMBINATION of the majority of 
wall-paper manufacturers into a 
single corporation has produced the 
gratifying result of creating a noble 
renaissance of artistic paper-hang- 
ings ; and if we were to cite the 
goods of any firm in particular as 
illustrating the latest development 
of taste in such productions, we 
could not do better than refer our 
readers to the new line of goods 
that is being manufactured by 
Messrs. Nevius & Haviland. 
The beauty of the new patterns turned out by the -firm 
speaks volumes for the thoroughly artistic spirit and enthusiastic 
enterprise that characterize their new season's labors, and, as a 
consequence, there is no doubt but that they will be well re- 
paid for their tireless energy and discrimination in catering to 
the decorative trade. The firm is noted for new effects in. wall- 
papers, and in commenting upon these, it goes without saying 
that they are of such a high class and ingenious character 
that no decorator can by any means afford to be without 
them. 

FIBRE GOOD?. 

These fibre goods are similar to ingrains, and present a soft 
and pleasing surface, on which are printed fine floral and geo- 
metrical designs of a popular character. The line is full of 
interest, and the colorings in buffs, blues, greens, terra cottas 
and various tints afford decorators selection wide enough to 
meet every possible color requirement. Analogous to the fibre 
goods are the firm's 

STAINED INGRAINS. 

In these the design is printed in a stain which permits the 
fibre of the paper to show through the pattern, and a very 
transparent effect is the result. No. 163 is an extremely 
handsome Empire hanging that should command a large sale. 
Pattern No. 155 is one of the handsomest we have ever 
seen, the lines being very graceful and effective. To say that 
it is a Nevius & Haviland design is to stamp it with the high- 
est artistic merit. The "Louise" is an Empire motive, 
stained in self- tones, and there is a panel decoration in the 
Empire style produced in lovely colorings that will make the 
paper fit in well with the taste for panelled wall decorations so 
prevalent at the present moment. 

FLORENTINE FLOCKS. 

The firm has already achieved a fine reputation for Floren- 
tine flock papers, which appeal to the most refined and critical 
taste, and are well calculated to make an impression in the 
world of industrial art. The pattern is printed in the same 
color of flock as that of the ground, but is brushed in a differ- 
ent direction to emphasize the pattern. The crimsons, browns 
and olives are particularly good, and place a fine range of 
shades at the disposal of the decorator. 

CROWN EFFECTS. 

The crown effects, which in past seasons have given the 
firm a great reputation for fresh artistic departures, again come 
to the front in several new and effective combinations. As is 
well known, in these papers, the pattern merges into the frieze 



in a very artistic manner, giving the idea of a special decora- 
tion for the apartment. The great charm of the composition 
lies in the connecting ornament, which produces a sympathy 
of sentiment between the wall pattern and the frieze, the 
whole being connected together in an artistic manner. A new 
development of the Crown idea is their 

UPPER THIRD DECORATIONS 

which consist of the upper portion of each strip of paper being 
printed in bold ornament, leaving the rest of the paper quite 
blank. Thus the paper when mounted renders the walls per- 
fectly plain, the upper part or frieze portion being the only 
part ornamented. These effects are usually printed on wide 
ingrains, and the fine arabesques and floral scrolls decorated 
with glitter are boldly printed and outlined, producing brilliant 
effects. In the more orthodox Crown effects there is a fine 
arrangement known as the 

DOUBLE CROWN 

by which the frieze pattern can be reversed so as to give it 
double width. In this manner a printing on a twenty-two 
inch frieze can be doubled up so as to produce a forty inch 
pattern, and there are examples of a very ingenious method of 
developing the decoration by placing in juxtaposition four 
reversible sections of a given pattern, so as to produce the right 
and left duplications of the Double Crown frieze. 

The ingenuity with which such patterns are devised is not 
fully realized by the trade, although it is a veritable triumph 
of decorative art. A beautiful pattern, known as the "Phyllis,' 1 
is perhaps the most novel and effective of all the Crown papers. 
It is an arrangement of perpendicular stripes in mica on a 
colored ground, on which are superimposed the graceful forms 
of floral swags and baskets of flowers after the Watteau stjle, 
printed in soft color tones. 

EMBOSSED LEATHERS. 

The tooled leather effects, with metallic enrichments, and 
the plain, granulated or striped embossing, produced on richly 
colored grounds, will certainly charm the eye and fascinate 
the sense of the beholder. No. 539 is a fine pattern of em- 
bossed stripes, with naturalistic floral effects arranged perpen- 
dicularly between the embossed stripes on richly colored grounds, 
and is work of undoubted skill. 

Pattern No. 527 is a magnificent heraldic paper for a dining- 
room, and is produced on grounds of leather tan, leather green, 
leather blue and burlap embossing. The " Cordova" is a most 
ambitious design in raised leather effects. It is a new 
departure for the firm, giving in pressed paper hand-tooled 
effects in burnished silver and gold on a tan ground. This 
would make a delightful paper for libraries and dining-rooms. 
These noble productions prove that the fiim has aimed to 
produce the best work, and both conception and execution are 
alike successful. 

SANITARY PAPERS. 

That branch of their sanitary grade known as tile pat- 
terns contain some new and rarely beautiful designs. There 
are tile effects with Empire patterns and blue and white, 
green and white, soft red and white, and other combinations, 
all washable and sanitary, and suitable for halls, kitchens and 
bathrooms. For chamber decorations a special line of sanitary 
goods have floral patterns, wreaths and all-over designs with 
borders to match. These goods are artistic, durable and cheap, 
and are second to none in point of beauty and value. 

The entire collection of new patterns got together for this 
season is phenomenal in variety, for in addition to the goods 



already mentioned it contains many others calculated to meet 
all tastes. . There are mica goods "with striped grounds, and 
Watteau effects over .striped grounds produced in pink, lemon, 
yellow and other delicate shades. Their 

ENAMELS 

are a collection of high class flats. In nursery papers their 
" Pussy Willow" frieze again appears on the scene, as this is 
too good a pattern to be exhausted by one season's trade. 

The line, as a whole, illustrates the wide range of style and
